DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-19 and 21-28 are pending in the instant application. Claim 20 was 
cancelled by way of amendment filed on January 27, 2009. Claims 21-27 are cancelled 
by way of examiner's amendment. Claims 1-19 and 28 are allowed. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicants' election of Group I, claims 1-19 and 28, and the species 1-{2-[3-(3- 
Fluoro-phenylsulfanyl)-biphenyl-4-yloxy]-ethyl}-pyrrolidine-2(S)-carboxylic acid in the 
response filed on January 27, 2009 has been acknowledged. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Upon further consideration, the requirement to elect a single disclosed species 
has been withdrawn (i.e., claims 1-19 and 28 have been searched and examined in 
their entirety). The restriction requirement is still deemed proper and is maintained. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

substituents) and the definition for R 5 only includes aryl or monocylic heteroaryl rings 
(i.e., they have to be aromatic). The closest prior art is Wudl et al. (J.C.S. Chem. 
Comm., 1972, 1229-1230) which discloses the compound

instant claims nor is it an obvious variant. Therefore, the compound disclosed in Wudl et 
al. has different properties than the compounds of the instant claims.
